OUR FRONTISPIECE 
MILTON EDWARD LORD 


By Walter B. Briggs 


Dynamic, according to the Concise Oxford 
Dictionary means active, potent, energetic. 
A review of the professional career of the 
Director of the Boston Public Library cer- 
tainly reveals a dynamic individual, one 
who early elected to enter the library pro- 
fession, and with intelligence and hard work 
steadily advanced to positions of increased 
influence and responsibility. 

Entering Harvard College with the Class 
of 1919, one of the college classes most 
affected by the war, he left at the end of his 
sophomore year to enter the Heavy Artillery 
Officers’ Training Camp at Fort Monroe, 
Virginia. At the end of the war, he received 
an honorable discharge, with an officer’s 
commission in the Coast Artillery Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 


Returning to college, he worked part-time 
in the Harvard Library, in the Reference 
and Circulation departments, until he ob- 
tained his degree. Then until 1925, he con- 
tinued as a full-time member of the Har- 
vard Library staff, where his ability and 
personality attracted general attention. 
When the position of Librarian of the 
American Academy in Rome became vacant 
Professor E. K. Rand, a trustee of that in- 
stitution recommended Mr. Lord for the 
position, to which he was elected. Before 
taking up his new duties, he spent the winter 
of 1925-26 in Paris, studying at the Ecole 
des Sciences Politiques and at the Sorbonne. 


He went to Rome in the autumn of 1926. 
During these four years, in addition to his 
work at the Academy, he served as one of 
the five members of a commission of Ameri- 
can librarians in starting the recataloguing 
of the Vatican Library. The members of the 
commission were William Warner Bishop, 
Chairman, J. C. M. Hanson, Charles Martel, 
W. M. Randall, and Milton E. Lord. He 
also took an active part in preparing for the 
International Library Congress held in 
Rome in June, 1929. His summer vaca- 
tions were spent in visiting nearly every 
European country. 

In September, 1928, he married Rosa- 
mond Lane, daughter of Mr. William C. 
Lane, Librarian of Harvard College. 

Mr. Lord returned to the United States 
in the summer of 1930 and was offered and 
accepted the office of Director of Libraries 
and of the Library School of the State 
University of Iowa. 


During the winter of 1930-31, the Trus- 
tees of the Boston Public Library, in view 
of the poor health of Mr. Belden, the 
Director, were looking for the right person 
to become Assistant Director and had re- 
quested Mr. Lord to consider this position. 
Before the negotiations were concluded, Mr. 
Belden died, and the Trustees, offered Mr. 
Lord the position of Director. He accepted 
and took office in February, 1932. 

One cannot conceive of a better preparation 
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for the head of a great library than that 
possessed by Mr. Lord. An unusual back- 
ground of education, both by formal study 
and by wide travel, increasingly more im- 
portant professional positions demanding 
technical knowledge, and what sometimes 
receives less emphasis than it deserves, the 
ability to deal not only with the general 
public but with trustees and city officials, 
and last but not least with his staff. Mr. 
Lord has shown to an unusual degree this 
ability and the Boston Public Library has 
made marked progress under his administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Lord has taken an active part in the 
work of the various committees of the 
American Library Association ;a member of its 
Council and of the Executive Board; Chair- 
man of its International Relations Com- 
mittee; a member of the Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Association of Research Libraries. 
In May, 1935, he was an official delegate of 
the A. L. A. and the United States Govern- 
ment to the Second International Congress 
of Libraries and of Bibliography, held in 
Madrid, Seville and Barcelona. 

In one of his returns to a report of the 
Harvard Class of 1919 Mr. Lord writes that 
while ‘‘my personal pleasure is centered in 
my growing family, much additional satis- 
faction is obtained from walking, mountain 
climbing, music, poetry, foreign languages, 
reading, travel.” Truly a dynamic in- 
dividual.

Actividad did not publish the October 15th, 1940, 
issue Owing to a strike of the Monterey Light and 
Power Company. This issue was combined with the 
November ist, 1940 issue. 

Advertising World, London, has been temporarily 
suspended. 

America’s Future will be published at irregular 
intervals. No new subscriptions will be taken. 

The American Academy of Ophthalmology and 
Otolaryngology Transactions have in the past been 
issued in one bound volume. In the future they will 
appear in a bi-monthly magazine under the title 
Transactions of the American Academy of Ophthal- 
mology and Otolaryngology. Libraries of approved 
medical schools, and a few other large medical li- 
braries, are to receive a copy of each issue free. To 
assist members and libraries to maintain their Trans- 
actions file bound as heretofore, the publisher will 
print extra copies of each issue which, at the end of 
the year, can be bound in book form at a,cost of $3.00.

The American Association of Mental Deficiency, 
Proceedings, has changed its title to The American 
Journal of Mental Deficiency, with vol. xiv, no. 1, 
July, 1940. It is to be published quarterly. Sub- 
scription price is $4.00 per year. 

The American Quarterly on the Soviet Union and the 
Bulletin on the Soviet Unton has been changed to The 
American Review on the Soviet Union. 6 nos. a year. 
Subscription price $1.50; foreign $2.50. 

Annals of Dentistry is behind in issue. When the 
1940 volume is completed the Annals will be pub- 
lished in two issues a year, June and September. 
Subscription price $2.00 a year. 

The Archaeological Institute of America Bulletin has 
reduced its price from $1.50 to $1.00 a year. Sub- 
scriptions paid at the old rate will receive credit on 
1942 orders. 

Astrophysical Journal formerly published monthly, 
except February and August, is changed to bi- 
monthly with July, 1940. Vol. 92 was completed 
with no. 3, November, 1940. Vol. 93, no. 1, is 
January-February, 1941. 

Bibliografia General Espanola e HispanoA mericana 
resumed publication with February, 1941, as a bi- 
monthly. The first issue to contain Bibliographical 
References from 1936 to the present time. 

Bowler and Sports Review is now called Bowler and 
Bowling Management.

Cost Accountant, London, previously issued 
monthly, combined the issues June-July, and Octo- 
ber—November, 1940. 

Current History changed from semi-monthly to 
monthly, February, 1941. Subscription price remains 
the same. 

Custom House Guide, 1941 edition, is now being 
distributed, and is of vital importance to our national 
defense and foreign trade. New features are the re- 
vision of the ‘‘No Consul List” to show the location 
of American offices having consular jurisdiction over 
foreign ports having no American consular office, and 
an increased Marine Section showing in color the 
flags and funnels of tow boat and lighterage com- 
panies, plus many additional steamship lines. The 
volume is thumb indexed for convenience in locating 
information. Many departments are revised and 
brought up to date, and the Port and general informa- 
tion supplies much valuable information, Supple- 
mentary service to this annual Guide is issued 
monthly under the name of the American Import and 
Export Bulletin. 

Epidemiological Report, N. Y., published by the 
League of Nations, has been discontinued. 

Equal Rights omitted June, July, August and 
September, 1940, numbers. No extension given. 


Far Eastern Affairs has discontinued publication. 
The Farmers Guide changed to The Indiana Farmers 
Guide with January 25, 1941, vol. 97, no. 2. Sub- 
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scription price is 60 cents a year, $1.00 for two years, 
and $2.00 for five years. 

France en Liberte has been suspended. 

French Digest has been suspended. 

French Vogue has been temporarily suspended. 

Great Britain Colonial Reports (H.M.S.O.) have 
been suspended. 

Guide to Current Official Statistics (H.M.S.O.) has 
been suspended with vol. 17. 

Heirlooms was discontinued with October, 1940. 
Unexpired subscriptions will be fulfilled by Hobbies. 

Hollywood Spectator suspended publication with 
the issue of June 15th, 1940. -Resumed with Feb- 
ruary 15th, 1941. All subscriptions extended. 

Hudson River Magazine, published at Hudson, 
N. Y., was started under the title Echo, its purpose 
being to print the works of Hudson Valley authors 
and win appreciation for that region’s great history. 
The title was later changed to Hudson River Maga- 
sine, and the editorial objective revised. The place 
of short stories was minimized, but historical sketches 
play an important part, and important events, insti- 
tutions, and personalities of the Hudson Valley are 
regularly reported. The magazine was suspended 
from February, 1940, to January, 1941, but is now 
revived, price $1.50 a year, 15c a copy. 

International Review of Poultry Science has been 
temporarily suspended. 

Japan Times and Mail (daily), Tokyo, combined 
= Japan Advertiser (daily), with November 11, 
1940.

Mailtrade. 

Lone Star Tennis has been suspended. The editor 
has been drafted for one year in the Army, and hopes 
to resume publication at expiration of that time. 

Movies and the People Who Make Them has 
resumed publication, organized in the same manner 
and written by the same individuals. The format 
has been made in the interest of convenience and 
economy. Each issue can be handled as a unit, and 
also be kept for continual reference in any standard

5 
and 7. The publisher is unable to furnish the first 
two numbers of the Planning Pamphlets in any form, 
but libraries having Plan Age, volume 5, will have 
the material complete. a no. 1, was a reprint 
of ‘‘Democracies Must Also Plan.”

It may be resumed later on a basis of eight 
issues annually. 

Royal Society of Edinburgh, Proceedings and Trans- 
actions. Owing to war conditions, the Proceedings,

Francesco Trivellini was born at Bassano del Grappa, Italy, on January 10, 1812. He attended the Collegio 
Santa Caterina (now Liceo Marco Foscarini) after which he pursued theological studies at Vicenza and Venice 


from 1830 to 1834, the year of his ordination as a priest. 
nasto comunale and became its director four years later. 


In 1836 he was invited to teach in the local gin- 
He resigned from his post in 1864. Three years 


previous to this time he had become director of the Civico Museo at Bassano and remained in charge until 


1884. He died on September 9, 1897. 


Besides containing the bibliographical rarities cited in this paper, 


the Civico Museo also owns autograph manuscript translations by Trivellini of Balmes, Wieland, Gessner, 


Ossian and Racine.
